the SUNNY

Here comes the summer solstice, which 
this year will fall on Tuesday, June 21. While 
many here in the northern hemisphere are 
aware this marks the day each year when the 
time between sunrise and sunset is the 
longest, the rest of the story behind the sum- 
mer solstice isn’t as widely known. 

The solstice occurs because of the tilt of 
the Earth’s axis, which makes the sun's posi- 
tion in the sky change throughout the year. 
During half of the year, the southern hemi- 
sphere is more exposed to the sun than is the 
northern hemisphere. During the rest of the 
year, the reverse is true. This results in the 
changing of the seasons, and in the solstices 
and equinoxes. The summer and winter sol- 
stices mark the longest and shortest days of 
the year, respectively, and during the spring 
and fall equinoxes, the length of daylight is 
equal to the length of darkness. 

As noted, the summer solstice marks the 
longest day of the year in the Northern 
Hemisphere. The word solstice is derived 
from the Latin sol (sun) and sistere (to stand 
still), because the sun reaches it’s northern- 
most position in the sky during the summer 
solstice, and appears to come to a stop be- 
fore reversing direction. 

While the solstice may not be widely cele- 
brated today, it was an important holiday in 
many ancient cultures. People around the 
world have observed spiritual and religious 
days of celebration in June, most of which 
are linked in some way to the summer sol- 
stice. Solstice celebrations are still held in 


many places, most notably, at England's fa- 
mous Stonehenge ruins, where thousands 
gather every year to watch the sunrise on the 
morning of the summer solstice. 

The solstice signifies the first day of sum- 
mer in some cultures, and the middle of 
summer in others. The European holiday of 
Midsummer falls on the summer solstice be- 
cause it marks the middle of the growing 
season in much of Europe. Midsummer was 
thought to be a time of magic, when evil 
spirits were thought to appear. To protect 
themselves from these spirits, Pagans often 
wore protective garlands of herbs and flow- 
ers and held bonfires, which they believed 
would increase the sun’s power and help to 
ensure a long growing season. 

The most enduring modern ties with the 
summer solstice may come from the Druid 
celebration of the day as the “wedding of 
heaven and Earth.” Pagans called the Mid- 
summer moon the "Honey Moon" for the 
mead made from fermented honey that was 
used during wedding ceremonies performed 
at the summer solstice. June remains a pop- 
ular month for wedding celebrations, and 
the tradition of a “honeymoon?” lives on in 
the form of a post-wedding getaway. 
Although the solstice is no longer as cultur- 
ally significant as it once was, it can still be 
observed by simply making the most of the 
extra daylight. There's no better place to cel- 
ebrate the “longest day of the year,’ than 
right here in northern Lower Michigan.

“Undine — A Settlement Remembered...” 


After five long years of researching and 
compiling information on the Undine Set- 
tlement and various sections of Hayes 
Township, the Charlevoix County History 
Preservation Society's Undine research team 
will soon unveil a large portion of their 
findings to the general public. Friday, June 
24th, 2011 at 7:00 PM will mark the open- 
ing of the year-long exhibit, “UNDINE- A 
SETTLEMENT REMEMBERED...” at the 
Harsha House Museum located at 103 State 
Street in downtown Charlevoix. 

Many have asked, “Where exactly was 
Undine?” Anyone who has traveled the 
Boyne City-Charlevoix Road here in 
Charlevoix County has driven past what 
was once known as the “Undine Settlement” 
of Hayes Township. 

What remains of the Undine Settlement 
today? There is a small rural cemetery along 
the highway and a relocated country school- 
house on the opposite side of the road. 
More recently, the Undine Nature Preserve’ 
was created, yet little more than a memory 
remains of the people and settlement that 
were once located on these very same acres. 
As is the case thousands of other now 
ghost-town settlements throughout Michi- 
gan, nearly all remnants of Undine have 
vanished. What remains are acres of pri- 
vately owned land, much of which has re- 
verted back to nature. 

Undine was given its name and began its 
rise to success in 1880. By 1890, it had

reached its peak of progress and 

population. 1900 had nearly marked the 
final decade for Undine as a destination, 
and by 1910 the sections that once made up 
the Undine Settlement were on a fast de- 
cline from “settlement” back to a network of 
small, family-owned farms. 

Come take a journey with us, along the 
very roads that our Undine Settler's once 
walked. “See” for yourselves how the thriv- 
ing days of 1890’s sawmills and lumbering 
had tapered back into this peaceful, 1909

MLS stands for "Multiple Listing 
Service," which is usually a comput- 
erized listing of virtually all the 
homes that are for sale in a specific 
area. 

a When a Realtor lists your property

| The MLS has become such a standard in real estate 

that no serious broker would think of trying to sell 

real estate without it.

About the only residential brokers who might not 

use the MLS are those who exclusively handle fore- 

closed properties, or high-end homes owned by 

| celebrities and the like. 

The MLS provides a surprising amount of detail, de- 

pending upon the area of the country it may include 

the location (by zip code); size of the home (square 

footage); size of the lot; number of bedrooms and 

bathrooms; extra rooms such as a den, family room, 

formal dining room, or enclosed patio; amenities 

such as a backyard, fireplace, hot tub, pool, kitchen 

features, new carpet and drapes; capacity of garage; 

age of home; and. of course, the selling price and 

terms. 

Buyers can narrow their house-hunting searches dra- 

matically by using the MLS. For instance, their real 

estate professional can do a computer search and ask 

for a listing of all homes within a certain location 

and price range that have two or three bedrooms and 

that are not more than ten years old. Not only will 

this request generate a brief list of viable possibilities, 

it also helps buyers gauge, roughly, what they can ex- 

| pect to get for their money, and to compare the value 

of the homes listed. ; 

‘Thus, the MLS is more than a system that lists prop- 

i erties. It's an aid to both buyers and sellers, and is a 

definite asset to consumers when it comes to real es- 

tate.

on Craigslist

I’m one of more than 50 million US 


users of Craigslist, the top source of 
free classified ads on the Internet. 


Since the online marketplace started up 


in the 1990s, I have used it to buy and 
sell all sorts of merchandise -- ranging 


_ from computers to cars. P’ve used it so 


much that I’ve written a book about it. 


Here, common mistakes on Craigslist 
and how to get the very best deals... 


SCAMS SELLERS FALL FOR 


People who post merchandise for sale 
on Craigslist may get more fraudulent 
responses than genuine ones. Often 
they contain Web links. If you click on 
such a link, your computer may be- 


_come infected with a virus, or a "cyber- 


robot" may harvest your e-mail 
address. (The crooks then sell the ad- 
dresses to spammers.) Sometimes the’ 
link comes only in a second follow-up 
message after you have responded to 
an innocent-looking question, such as, 
"Is the item still available?” Never 
click on links in e-mail from people 
you do not know. 


Other common scams for sellers to 
watch out for... 


Buyers who pay more than the ask- 
ing price. They will e-mail you a com- . 


plicated story giving their reasons 
(they received a check from an estate, 
or they made a mistake and sent too 


much). They then ask you to refund the 


extra. You send them a check for the 
difference between the amount they 
sent and the price of your item and

Fortunately you can do some- 
thing about it before it happens. 


The U.S. Environmental Protection’ 


Agency has provided us with some 
steps that we can take to help re- 
duce our chance of having to deal 
with sun damage. These seven sim- 
ple action steps are as follows: 


1. Limit Time in the Mid- 
day Sun - The sun's rays are 
strongest between 10 a.m. and 4 
p.m. Whenever possible, limit ex- 
posure to the sun during these 
hours. 

2. Wear a Hat - A hat with a 
wide brim offers good sun protec- 
tion to your eyes, ears, face, and 
the back of your neck - areas par- 
ticularly prone to overexposure to 
the sun. 

3. Cover Up - Wearing tightly 
woven, loose-fitting, and full- 
length clothing is a good way to 
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Your Summer Fun 


Apply a broad spectrum sunscreen with a Sun Protection Factor (SPF) of at least 15 or higher liberally on exposed skin. 


protect your skin from the sun's 
UV rays. 

4. Wear Sunglasses that 
Block 99-100% of UV Radiation - 
Sunglasses that provide 99- 100% 
UVA and UVB protection will 
greatly reduce sun exposure that 
can lead to cataracts and other eye 
damage. Check the label when 
buying sunglasses. 

5. Always Use Sunscreen - 
Apply a broad spectrum sun- 
screen with a Sun Protection Fac- 
tor (SPF) of at least 15 or higher 
liberally on exposed skin. Reapply 
every 2 hours, or after working, 
swimming, playing, or exercising 
outdoors. Even waterproof sun-

screen can come off when you 
towel off, sweat, or spend ex- 
tended periods of time in the 
water. 


6. Avoid Sunlamps and 


Tanning Parlors - The light 
source from sun beds and sun- 
lamps damages the skin and un- 
protected eyes. It's a good idea to 
avoid artificial sources of UV 
light. 

7. Watch for the UV Index 
- The UV Index provides impor- 


_ tant information to help you plan 


your outdoor activities in ways 
that prevent overexposure to the 
sun. Developed by the National 
Weather Service (NWS) and EPA, 


the UV Index is issued daily in se- 
lected cities across the United 
States. 

Why am I telling you about 
these simple action steps that can 
help protect you from the sun? I 
want you to have fun this sum- 
mer. I want you to have fun this 
summer under the sun.

One Year Later: 
Michigan's Smoke 
Free Law Helps - 
Reduce Exposure to 
Secondhand Smoke 


New data available from two studies 
conducted by the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Community Health (MDCH) 
indicate that the state smoke-free air 
law, now in place for over one year, is 
working as.intended. 

“The U.S. Surgeon General found 
that there is no safe level of second- 
hand smoke exposure, even brief ex- 
posure can have negative health 
consequences. There are results now 
available from two separate studies 
that clearly demonstrate the reduction 
in secondhand smoke in Michigan 
bars and restaurants? said Joshua 
Meyerson, MD, Medical Director.for 
the Health Department of Northwest 
Michigan. “Employees and the public 
are now protected from the health 
harms of secondhand smoke exposure 
in workplaces, which is exactly why 
the law was enacted” 

A Michigan Department of Com- 
munity Health (MDCH) bar employ- 
ees study, conducted four to six weeks 
before and six to ten weeks after the 
smoke-free law was implemented, 
shows how the level of secondhand 
smoke exposure decreased signifi- 
cantly among bar employees after the 
law went into effect. Forty bar em- 
ployees from 13 counties throughout 
the state participated in the study, in- 
cluding four from the local Health 
District. Researchers measured the 
participants’ levels of cotinine and 
NNAL—chemicals found in urine 
that indicates a person's level of expo- 
sure to secondhand smoke. Each par- 
ticipant also completed a respiratory 
and general health questionnaire. 

The results demonstrate a signifi- 
cant decrease in cotinine levels among 
employees working in the same bars 
from an average of 35.92 nanograms 
per milliliter before the law, to zero 
nanograms per milliliter after the 
smoke-free law went into effect. _ 
There also was a significant decrease 
in NNAL levels among participants 
working in the same bar from an av- 
erage of .086 picomoles per milliliter 
before the law, to .034 picomoles per 
milliliter after the smoke-free law was 
implemented. Bar employees also re- 
ported improvement in reported gen- 
eral health status and respiratory 
health, including wheezing, allergy 
symptoms, and coughing, after the 
law took effect. 

Air monitoring studies were also 
conducted before and after the 
smoke-free law in the state's six major 
regions including the Southeast, West, 
Upper Peninsula, Northern Lower 
Peninsula, Thumb, and Central. Prior 
to passage of the law, air quality was 
tested in a sample of restaurants 
throughout Michigan where smoking 
was allowed. After the law passed, the 
air quality was re-checked in those 
same establishments to determine if 
levels of matter found in secondhand 
smoke had decreased. Preliminary 
results of the air monitoring studies 
demonstrate a significant decrease in 
exposure to secondhand smoke in ' 
restaurants of all participating areas to 
date. 

According to Lynne DeMoor, who 
coordinates the Tobacco Reduction 
Coalition of Northwest Michigan, the 
law is working very well. “The law is 
protecting the health of employees 
and restaurant and bar patrons, and 
were happy to say it’s good for busi- 
ness as well. Restaurant managers tell 
us business is just as good—or bet- 
ter—than before the law and cus- 
tomers really appreciate the clean and 
healthy environment,” she said.

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DNR Report 


Natural Resources Commission 
Votes to Lift Deer Baiting Ban | 


June 10, 2011 

The Michigan Natural Resources Commission on Thurs- 
day voted 4-3 to lift the current deer baiting and feeding ban 
in the state's Lower Peninsula. ‘The ban had been in place 
since 2008, when Chronic Wasting Disease (CWD) was de- 
tected in a deer at a private deer breeding facility in Kent 
County. 

Baiting will still be probithited in Deer Matiagernent Unit 


. (DMV) 487, the six-county Bovine Tuberculosis zone in 


northeastern Lower Michigan. The counties where baiting 
will continue to be prohibited are Alcona, Alpena, losco, 
Montmorency, Oscoda and Presque Isle. 

The NRC approved a proposal to allow baiting i in limited 
quantities from Oct. 1 to Jan. 1. Hunters may place any type 
of bait, no more than two gallons at a time, across a 10-foot 
by 10-foot area per hunting location. - 

The NRC also reinstated recreational feeding of deer in 


’ the Lower Peninsula, with the exception of DMU 487. Prop- 


erty owners may place two gallons of bait on their property 
within 100 yards of their ‘residence year-round. 

The NRC also placed a three-year sunset on the regula- 
tions, which means it will reconsider the baiting issue again 
in 2014. 

In 2008, the Department of Natural Resources announced 
it had detected the state's first case of CWD in a three year- 
old female deer at a private deer breeding facility in Kent 
County. At the time, the Department followed protocol as 

-outlined in the state's emergency response plan for CWD 
and immediately banned baiting and feeding of white-tailed 
deer in the Lower Peninsula. The NRC then passed regula- 
tions making the ban permanent, but said it would recon- 
sider the ban in three years, giving the DNR adequate time 
to perform disease testing and surveillance in the state for. 
CWD. 

In the three-year period, the DNR tested thousands of 
white-tailed deer for CWD, but did not detect another case. 

The NRC also directed the department to work with the 
Legislature to strengthen the penalties for baiting violations. 
A potential bill sponsor has been identified who supports 
establishing an escalating scale of penalties for repeat of- 
fenders, which would include mandatory hunting license 


_ revocation. 


If hunters do use bait, the DNR requests they not place 
bait repeatedly at the same point on the ground, and only 
place bait out when they are actively hunting. This may min-. 5 
imize the chance of direct and indirect exposure of deer to 
any unknown disease that may be present.

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Fathers as 
role models

Fathers have a crucial role. in raising their sons 
and daughters. Every day young and impression- 
able girls and boys are exposed to hundreds of 
messages about how our society defines what is - 
culturally kaa and who we are as men and 
women. 

Fathers are in a unique and daunting position to’ 
help young people make sense of these multiple 
messages. Television, movies, video games, 
music, magazines and the internet bombard young 
people telling them what is normal with respect to 
how they dress and behave, what they value, and 
how they treat one another. 

Geoffrey Canada, author, Fist Stick Knife Gun, a 
Personal History of Violence in America, said, 
“The music industry presents overtly sexual mes- 
sages that denigrate women and portray them as 
sex toys. Video games offer violent messages, and 
even the sports video games include taunting and 
teasing. Movies portray men as tough guys. And 
there are the subtle advertising messages aimed at 

boys, in the liquor ads on billboards and buses. 
All of these offer images of cuicugend that boys 
-. $trive to achieve." 

Unfortunately, those messages are not what most 
families consider normal. Boys are being asked to 
fit into a too-narrow definition of masculinity. 
Because boys model the behavior of their fathers 
and other male authority figures it is up these role 
models to help define masculinity based on a set 
of values surrounding family, self and commu- 

‘nity... not a violent video game or over-the-edge 
_ reality television show out to grab the highest rat- 
: ings. 

“If boys see through examples that their fathrs 
and other authority figures care about and are ac- 
‘tively engaged with their families, and live by their 
own standards of masculinity, they will begin to 

 -gee that men are not defined by society's rules, but 
_ by the kinds of people we are inside,” says Canada. 
Boys want to grow up to be like their fathers— 
the human brain is wited-for imitation. As a re- 
sult, men are in a unique and powerful position to 
deliver the message to boys about what it means to 
be male. ee. 

Fathers have an equally important task with 

- their daughters. It is a father who will show 
through his own actions how to treat women and 
will provide a blueprint for what type of person his 
daughter should seek out in her future relation- 
ships. The impact is enormous when a father to 
talks to his daughter about his feelings on violence 
against women and the unfair images the media 
uses to make girls feel insecure about their bodies. 

Girls.and boys are getting strong messages on 
who they should be, how they should look and 
how they should behave from a variety of print 
and electronic sources. These are images that 
young people strive to achieve. It is up to both 
parents to challenge these myths and show by ex- 

' ample that there are many ways to define mas- 
culinity and femininity. 

Fathers play a huge role in helping our young 

~ people define who they are, who they will be and 

-how they will contribute to our society. Lead on...

you do with an ESA, though, if your child decides he or 
she doesn’t want to go to college?

Dear Anonymous, 

You may just have to shoot the kid. ’'m kidding, of 
course, but if something like that happens, you're going 
to get killed on the investment. An Education Savings 
Account (ESA) can only be used for education. If you use 
it for anything else, you'll get hit with a 15 percent 
penalty plus your tax rate. The government's going to 
take about half of your money and maybe more. 

Now, college is a great idea, but should everyone go to 
college? Of course not. Some people just aren’t cut out 
for college, and some kids don’t need four years at a uni- 
versity to find the training they need to do what they 
want to do in life. In our house, we just talked about col- 
lege as if it were going to happen from the very begin- 
ning. We said things all the time like, “This money is 
going into your college fund.” An ESA makes perfect 
sense in this kind of situation, but if the entire family 
isn’t committed to the importance of getting an educa- 
tion, then you shouldn't be loading up an ESA. 

But hey, if a kid doesn’t want to go the traditional col- 
lege route, there’s always specialized training in several 
fields and plenty of vo-tech schools around. An ESA can 
be used for lots of these kinds of things, too, as long as 
the school participates in the federal student aid pro- 
gram. 

I don't have a problem with any of that, as long as 
there’s a plan. But letting a kid get the idea that they're 
just going to party and lie around while mom and dad 
hand half of that ESA over to Uncle Sam? Really?

Well, life-deesnt generally happen in linear fashion. In 
my opinion, your overall goal—closely and constantly 
adjusted and monitored—should go something like this: 
Build a nest egg that you can live off about eight percent 
of. If you have $500,000 stashed away, then that would 
mean about $40,000 a year. If youd rather live on $80,000 
a year at retirement, you'd need $1 million. Otherwise, 
you're liable to start counting on the government. And 
we all know how well they handle money... 

Want to know where I got this figure? Throughout the 
history of the stock market, the Standard & Poor 500 has 

' averaged between 11 and 12 percent. Some folks don’t 
think it will average that in the future, but they didn’t 
think it would when it was booming, either. 

But, if inflation runs about three or four percent, and 
you're making 11 to 12 percent, you can pull out eight 
percent, and youre still leaving enough in there to give 
yourself an inflation raise every year and not touch your 
nest egg.

Father’s Day enters a new century 
this weekend, marking 101 years since 
the first annual “holiday for dad” was 
celebrated on June 19th, 1910 in 
Spokane, Washington, as designated by 
the town’s mayor. That inaugural occa- 
sion resulted from an idea hatched by 
Spokane resident, Sonora Dodd, while 
listening to a Mother’s Day sermon the 
year before. She was inspired to create 
a special day to honor her father and 
Civil War Veteran, William Smart, and 
the month of June was selected to re- 
flect the month of Smart's birth. 

Since then, the celebration of Fa- 
ther’s Day each June spread across the 
nation, receiving the first presidential 
proclamation from President Lyndon 
Johnson in 1966, and being signed into 
public law by President Richard Nixon 
in 1972. 

Father’s Day, much like dear old dad 
himself, tends to be a somewhat low 
profile holiday. Barring the plethora of 
tool and tie ads that fill the tabloids 
and television screen as the middle of 
June approaches, it is an annual event 
without a lot of hoopla, often cele- 
brated with a simple backyard family 
barbeque, and long distance phone 
calls from sons or daughters who have 
flown the nest. 

According to the US Census Bureau, 
there are an estimated 70.1 million fa- 
thers in the United States, about of

Bureau's 2009 data shows that over 24 
million children live apart from their 
biological fathers.

Father’s Day A Time To Remember What Makes a Good Dad 


Q: This will be my first Father's Day (our 
daughter was born four months ago). 
Quife frankly, the entire concept 
scares me. Who thought it would be a 
good idea to let ME be a dad? | don't 


think | have what it takes. 

Jim: If you're not a little scared at the 
thought of being a parent, there's proba- 
bly something wrong. It's a tough as- 
signment -- but it's also one of God's 
greatest gifts! 

Years ago, my friend, Dr. Ken Can- 
field, wrote a book called "The Seven Se- 
crets of Effective Fathers." Perhaps you'll 
find these principles empowering as you 
start your journey. 

First, effective fathers are committed 
to their children. Nothing else can filla 
dad's role -- not TV, not school and not 
even Mom. Fathers need to be there for 
their kids. 

Second, effective fathers know their 
children. They ask them questions, 
spend time on their turf, and help them 
develop their own talents and interests. 

Third, effective fathers are consistent 
in their attitudes and behavior. They 
keep their promises. Their lives are char- 
acterized by regularity and predictabil- 
ity. 

Fourth, effective fathers protect and 
provide for their kids. This means not 
only putting a roof over their heads, but 
also knowing their emotional needs. 

Fifth, effective fathers love their chil- 
dren's mother. Dr. Canfield calls this 


“one of the best things you can do for 
your kids." Dads need to go on dates 
with their wives, and show them affec- 
tion in front of the kids. 

Sixth, effective fathers are active lis- 
teners. They pay attention when their 
kids talk to them, and block out distrac- 
tions. 

Finally, effective fathers spiritually 
equip their children. They take them to 
church, and teach them to pray. 

Some of these principles won't apply 
until your daughter is older, but ingrain 
them in your mind now. Happy Father's 
Day, and may God bless you in your role 
as a dad! 


Q: My husband and | have been mar- 
tied for almost 15 years. We have two 
children together, and we have jus! 
grown apart. We live under the same 
roof, but don't seem to communicate. 
Recently I've started voicing my un- 
happiness, but my husband doesn't 
seem to be too concerned, and if 
anything, seems shocked that I'm un- 
happy. What do | do? 


Juli: During the busyness of raising 
kids and managing life, it's pretty nor- 
mal for couples in your life stage to feel 
like the connection has gone out of your 
marriage. It is also common for you to 
be more sensitive to this lack of inti- 
macy than your husband is. In general, 
women desire more emotional intimacy 
in marriage and are the first to notice 


when you begin to drift apart. 

You didn't mention any major con- 
flicts that are contributing to “drifting 
apart.” This is good. However, if your 
marriage continues to drift, you'll be- 
come more and more vulnerable to a 
crisis like infidelity. Now is the time to 
change things. 

Since your husband doesn't think 
there's a problem, he may not be inter- 
ested in marriage counseling. However, 
he might be willing to read a good book 
together on marriage or even attend a 
weekend marriage conference. 

One of the simplest and most impor- 
tant things you can do is to start invest- 
ing time in one another. Plan a date 
night at least twice a month. Take 15 to 
20 minutes a day to check in with each 
other. Go out of your way to connect 
during the day with a quick text that 
says "I'm thinking about you" or a sweet 
note with lipstick on the mirror. These 
might seem like very minor adjust- 
ments, but they can make a big differ- 
ence in working toward intimacy. 

Finally, don’t give up. Many couples 
go through stretches in which marriage 
is not fun or emotionally fulfilling. In- 
vesting through these rough spots will 
build an even deeper emotional connec- 
tion for the future of your marriage.
